On base? 


City panel OKs some 
Wrigley updates, 
postpones others

The Cubs earned a partial early victory for 
their ambitious Wrigley Field construction 
plan Thursday getting a preliminary signoff 
to move back the outfield walls and make 
other changes to the aging ballpark. 

But consideration of the most contro- 
versial aspect of the $300 million stadium 


renovation— two new giant advertising signs 
in the outfield bleachers —was put off until 
next month as the team, Mayor Emanuel 
and Aid. Tom Tunney (44th) keep negotiat- 
ing over the size. 

The Landmarks Commission vote on the 
outfield walls and other proposed updates, 
while just an early step in the long City Hall 
approval process, is an important indicator 
that it will succeed, because Emanuel ap- 
points the panel’s members. 

On Thursday, the commission essentially 
voted on a promise by the Cubs that the 
team will request city permits that meet the 


agreed standards in the landmarked parts of 
Wrigley. If the panel also approves the big 
outfield signs, the entire proposal— includ- 
ing the hotel, an office building in the plaza 
next to Wrigley Field and other changes the 
Ricketts family wants to make in the sur- 
rounding neighborhood— then would go to 
the city Plan Commission. 

If the Plan Commission gives approval, 
the project then would go to the City Coun- 
cil Zoning Committee for an up-or-down 
vote. From there, the project would head to 
the full City Council. The Ricketts family 
wants to start work after the regular season 
ends Sept. 29. 

The first hurdle cleared as the landmarks 
panel voted to let the Cubs push back the 
outfield walls onto the public right-of-way 
on Waveland and Sheffield avenues so the 
team can widen the inside concourse and 


create room for the proposed outfield ad 
signs. The Ricketts family has demanded it 
not be required to pay for the use of the pub- 
lic way for that expansion, a facet of the deal 
that was part of the “framework” announced 
by the city and the team in April. 

Tinney objected, saying the move isn’t 
needed and will create safety hazards by nar- 
rowing the sidewalks. 

But the commissioners nonetheless rec- 
ommended approval. They also looked fa- 
vorably on a Cubs “master sign program,” 
which said the team may eventually request 
up to a total of 45,000 square feet of adver- 
tising inside the park, excluding the two big 
proposed outfield signs. In addition, the 
package voted on Thursday includes plans 
to beautify the exterior of the stadium, build 
bullpens for pitchers warming up and en- 
large the dugouts, among other aspects.

LEVEL PLAYING FIELD? 


LGBT ATHLETES HAVE MADE PROGRESS- 
BUT MORE NEEDS TO BE DONE, THEY SAY

Wade Davis Jr. knew he was gay his sopho- 
more year of high school. 

But throughout his career as a profes- 
sional football player, it was a secret to his 
teammates. After all, 2003 — the year he 
retired— was a different time, as he puts it. 
A national conversation surrounding gay 
athletes’ place in professional sports was 
unheard of 

Today Davis is public about his sexuality He 
has been living as an openly gay man since 2006, 
and he came out to the media last June. One of 
many former professional athletes to come out 
after retirement, the advocate and activist will 
represent LGBT athletes of all stripes Sunday as 
he leads the Pride Parade as its grand marshal. 

It’s been quite a year for the LGBT sports com- 
munity and not just because NBA player Jason 
Collins came out in April as the first openly gay 
male athlete still actively playing his sport. The 
Gay and Lesbian Sports Hall of Fame was estab- 
lished in Chicago in May LGBT-focused mar- 
keting firm Target 10 named the city the top in 


the nation for gay athletes this month. And July 
marks the seventh anniversary of the city host- 
ing the Gay Games, an international competi- 
tion held annually in different locations around 
the world. It all comes fresh off a Supreme Court 
decision that struck down the Defense of Mar- 
riage Act and paved the way for gay marriage in 
California this week. 

But gay athletes and activists note the LGBT 
community still has strides to make before they 
can achieve equality in professional sports. Be- 
fore the Super Bowl, San Francisco qqers corner- 
back Chris Gulliver apologized for saying gays 
don’t belong in his locker room. Roy Hibbert of 
the Indiana Pacers was fined for using a gay slur in 
remarks about LeBron James after a game in June. 

So as Davis Jr. leads this year’s Pride revelers 
and members of the Retired Professional Foot- 
ball Players of Chicago through Boystown, how 
do Chicago’s gay athletes react to the national 
spotlight their passion for sport has received? 

Many are just happy to see another barrier 
chipped away 

“Organized sports, that was the last bastion of 
people who weren’t out,” Pride Parade organizer 
Richard Pfeiffer said. ‘As I grew up, I didn’t have 
many role models like that. It’s important for this 


generation to have role models in many fields.” 

Crete Hornstrom, 32, of Uptown, said she has 
seen firsthand how vast and inviting Chicago’s 
LGBT athletic community can be. After moving 
to the city from California about a year and a half 
ago, she said it was a way for her and her fiance 
to make friends in a new scene. She’s now com- 
missioner of women’s basketball for the Chicago 
Metropolitan Sports Association, a 4,0 00 -mem- 
ber LGBT sports organization with 29 leagues in 
II sports. 

“For me, playing in a sports league, it was away 
to be able to develop friendships where I didn’t 
have to hide where I was,” she said. “For me, in 
a different league in a different time in my life, I 
would have been hiding that.” 

She said she is happy to see athletes such as 
Collins and Brittney Griner of the WNBA play- 
ing openly but true equality in sports for the gay 
athlete looks different. 

“For me, it’s when people are able to be who 
they are without having to worry about it,” she 
said. “When someone comes out, it’s not a news 
story” 

Michael Erwin, 41, of Lincoln Square and a 
board member with the CMSA, agrees. 

“2013 could be the year we stop looking at 
someone as a gay athlete and just start looking at 
them as an athlete,” he said. ‘At least I hope so.”

Evolution of a 
grand marshal 


ByMickSwasko i redeye 
Wade Davis Jr., former NFL player and gay ac- 
tivist, will be grand marshal of Sunda/s Pride 
Parade and later this year will launch You Can 
Play a youth basketball and leadership camp 
aimed at promoting tolerance in sports. He 
spoke with RedEye about being gay in pro 
sports and the future and significance of gay 
athletes. 

When did you know you were gay? When did 
you come out publicly? 

I knew I was gay since the loth grade, and I 
came out publicly in June of last year. To be 
fair to myself, I told anyone who asked that 
I was gay, I just didn’t allow anyone to write 
a story on me. I’ve been living my life as an 
openly gay male probably since 2006. But I 
never thought about coming out one time 
when I was playing. When I retired in 2004, 
the world was very different. There were no 
conversations around gays in sports. There 
were no Brendon Ayanbadejo speaking out 
publicly that they would accept a gay team- 
mate. It was just very very different then. 

What influenced you to come out, and why 
was that important? 

The biggest thing that influenced me to 


come out really was the really alarming 
amount of internalized homophobia I was 
dealing with for so long. It really took me 
awhile— having people in my life from an 
amazing partner, to meeting people in the 
New Y)rk gay flag football league — to really 
affirm that the person I was good enough to 
exist in the world authentically 

What made you feel like you had to keep 
your sexual identity a secret while playing? 

It wasn’t sports that kept me in the closet. I 
think the game of football was probably my 
first ally It gave me a family a community of 
people who had accepted me. The {hesita- 
tion} I had about not wanting to come out 
as an individual while playing sports had less 
to do with sports and more to do with the 
idea that I hadn’t found enough people who 
affirmed me as a gay male. 

Why is it so important to have openly gay 
players in professional sports? 

When I was young, when I realized I was 
gay, I wanted so greatly to see another gay 
black man who looked like me, who acted 
like me, who talked like me. The old saying 
goes, you can never become what you don’t

NEW YORK Jennifer Cole-Ruiz, a chef who re- 
cently opened La Mujer Gala tapas restaurant 
in Brooklyn with her wife, Madelein Ruiz, on 
Wednesday night planned to celebrate the 
historic Supreme Court decisions in support 
of same-sex marriage with a glass of cava after 
their customers had gone home. 

The high court’s landmark decision on 
Wednesday forces the federal government 
to recognize same-sex marriages, like that of 
Cole-Ruiz and Ruiz. The ruling also equalizes 
how same-sex couples, whose marriages are 
recognized by their states, will be treated for 
tax purposes. 

Yet thorny issues remain for those who live 
in states that do not recognize same-sex mar- 
riages. Currently 13 states plus the District 
of Columbia allow same-sex marriages, while 
the remaining 37 do not. 

“It’s not a 100 percent win,” says Jane Ber- 
nardini, a tax partner at Anchin, Block & An- 
chin in New York. “It’s a win for people who 
live in states that recognize their marriages.” 


Cole-Ruiz, 48, expects the ruling, which 
overturned key provisions of the Defense of 
Marriage Act, also will help them financially by 
lowering taxes and extending them benefits as 


the married owners of a business. 

“It’s going to make a huge difference for my 
wife and me,” Cole-Ruiz says. 

For tax purposes, the ruling means that 


Cole-Ruiz and Ruiz, along with some 114,000 
gay and lesbian couples who are already legally 
married, now can claim the same spousal tax 
benefits that straight married couples do.

Die-hard fan couldn’t stay away from Game 6 of the Finals

Hawks fan Mark Kmiecik of Tinley Park couldn’t handle watching Game 6 of the 
Stanley Cup Final at home, so he flew to Boston and scored seats behind the net 
into which the Hawks scored the title clincher. Kmiecik, 34, told RedEye about 
being at one of the best sports moments in Chicago history 


We went to Fenway Park during the day, 
and we had our hockey stuff on, so we were 
not so much harassed, but we definitely got 
some looks. The thing that I have to say is 
that the Boston people were very accommo- 
dating, very hospitable. Of the probably 100 
people I spoke with, there was only one per- 
son who was rather mean-spirited. 

Got to the stadium, and there were a good 
number of Hawks fans around. We were for- 
tunate enough to get seats that were third 
row from the ice on the side where the Black- 
hawks shot twice. It was really exciting. We 
knew that possibly within three hours, we’d 
be seeing the Stanley Cup. 

The Bruins won the first period, but they 
played their best hockey We knew that if 
that was the best Boston could play, that 
maybe things would get a little bit better. 

Things got a little bit more desperate 
[when the Hawks went down 2-1]. The 
Hawks pulled the goalie, and then (Jonathan] 
Toews passes to [Bryan] Bickell right in front 
of the net, and he scored right in front of us. 
And all the Hawks fans just jumped up and 
down and were high-fiving each other, hug- 
ging each other. It was a sense of relief at that 
time, like, “Great, this game is going to over- 


time.” 

We barely got done with [the celebration] 
and turned around and the Hawks had the 
puck back in the zone and scored again. No- 
body knew what happened, ^u could just 
feel the air absolutely fly out of the stadium. 
I watched the game when I got home from 
Boston, and the TV did not adequately show 
how absolutely stunned the fans were. Peo- 
ple had their head in their hands. I saw some 
tears from some Bruins fans. They were ab- 
solutely stunned. In a matter of basically 30 
seconds of actual time, they had gone from a 
Game 7 to them being in desperation mode. 
Now THEY have to score in the last minute. 

When the game ended, the Bruins fans, 
again, were very classy The two gentlemen 
sitting next to me shook my hand and said 
“congratulations.” Most of the crowd stuck 
around to see the Stanley Cup lifted. It was 
an absolute sense of jubilation. 

I’m a White Sox fan, a Blackhawks fan and 
of course a Bears fan, and besides maybe a 
bottom-of-the-ninth walkoff home run from 
the White Sox, I really can’t think of a better 
ending to a sporting event.

Happy-sad— that’s the 
hallmark of She & Him

On a Tuesday afternoon in the basement stu- 
dios of Capitol Records, She & Him were 
recording a volley of live tracks for a few ra- 
dio station sessions. Singer Zooey Deschanel 
finished an umpteenth take of the duo’s single 
“I Could’ve Been Your Girl,” and she felt that 
something was sounding a little false. 

“Do you have any ribbon mikes? We’re just 
not used to sounding digital,” she told the ses- 
sion engineer. “Maybe an RCA-77?” 

That specific taste in microphones showed 
her technician’s ear— and the craftsmanship 
that goes into the winsome, summery mu- 
sic she makes with longtime collaborator M. 
Ward. 

With the release of She & Him’s fourth 
album, “Volume 3,” even once-skeptical audi- 
ences are coming around and admitting that 
they are real artisans of classic pop. 

She & Him began as a side gig carved out 
of Deschanel’s and Ward’s respective acting 
and solo musical careers in 2008, but the act 
has since become as big a venture as the duo’s 
day jobs. As might be expected of an actor- 
fronted band, there was plenty of early groan- 
ing (it’s hard to read much about the band 
without Deschanel’s “New Girl” tagline “Sim- 
ply Adorkable” popping up somewhere). But 
her voice was undeniable— a bright, resonant 
instrument with a hint of Patsy Cline— and 
Ward’s pristine, tasteful arrangements con- 
jured the AM of decades gone by 

The robust and immaculately written “Vol- 
ume 3” should put any last grumbly holdouts 
on notice. The album is the duo’s most “pro-

duced” yet, full of the old-Hollywood string 
arrangements and brass lines and stacked har- 
monies that make a simple tune take on new 
shades. 

But it’s also home to some of Deschanel’s 
most acute and acidic songwriting. 

The first lyrics on the album, from “I’ve 
Got Your Number, Son,” are as self-aware a 
depiction of dysfunction as a songwriter can 
ask for: “What’s a man without all the atten- 
tion? Well, he’s just a man ... who am I without 
aU your affection? Well, I’m a nobody too.” 

The jaunty, family-band singalong “To- 
gether” quietly implies that, well, love stinks 
and nobody really understands anybody: “We 
all go through it together, but we all go at it 
alone.” 

“We’re always talking about that mix of hap- 
py-sad, where a dark melody gets an upbeat 
lyric or vice versa,” Deschanel said. “I love that 
Beatles song And I Love Her’ for that reason. 
I find sadness and strife to be so much more 
interesting with an upbeat melody” 

But She & Him know that clean fun and 
serious skill aren’t opposed in pop music. 
They’re both necessary, and committed mise- 
rabilists can go jump in a lake. 

“I remember having this friend in school 
who said she didn’t like the Beach Boys,” De- 
schanel said. ‘And in that moment I knew we 
couldn’t be friends anymore.”

Lumbar rolls 

Place a lumbar roll 
behind the small 
of your back when 
you’re sitting in a 
chair, said Dr. Richard 
Guyer, orthopedic 
surgeon and co-found- 
er of the Texas Back 
Institute. “It helps to 
maintain the normal 
curvature in the back 
when sitting,” he said. 
“There is a tendency for 
the lower curve to flatten, 
which can cause fatiguing 
with prolonged sitting.” 


Reposition 
yourself in your 
car while driving 

Move your seat close enough 
to the pedals so that your knees 
are bent. A 90-degree angle 
would be too bent, and anything 
more than 130 degrees would be 
too straight. (Make sure your body 
is at least 13 inches away from the 
steering wheel in case your air bag 
deploys.) Your lower back should 
be against the back of the seat. 

Sit in an upright or slightly reclin- 
ing position. Adjust the headrest 
so your head actually is resting 
against it. This position places your 
head directly over your spine and 
allows your neck and upper back 
muscles to relax while you drive, 
Novak said. Finally, when holding 
the steering wheel, your elbows 
should be bent at 120 degrees.

Do three sets of basic and side 
planks daily, holding each pose 
for 30 seconds, said Dr. Levi 
Harrison, an orthopedic surgeon 
in Los Angeles and author of “The 
Art of Fitness: A Journey to Self 
Enhancement.” Start in a pushup 
position with your arms directly 
under your shoulders (you may 
bend your arms if necessary) for 
the center plank. Keep your head 
aligned with your neck. After 30 
seconds, turn to one side by lifting 
your left arm and stacking your 
body over your right leg, keeping 
your right arm extended on the 
ground. You may bend your 
right arm if necessary. Then 
switch sides.

WeVe been told to stand up straight as long as 
weVe been able to stand, but sometimes it’s 
harder than it seems. 

We know why we should do it: Good pos- 
ture looks good, feels good and makes us look 
thinner. On the flip side, studies have linked 
poor posture with lower self-esteem, depres-

sion and back pain. 

But, sometimes, posture point- 
ers are confusing. 

Remember when we were all sup- 
posed to use Pilates balls instead of 
office chairs? Well, claims that doing 
so improved posture recently were dis- 
puted by researchers at the University 
of Waterloo in Ontario. They found that 
it didn’t help (or hurt) posture. 

But there are still some things you can 
do to help your stance. And some things 
you can avoid to keep it from getting worse 


Reposition your monitor 

Your monitor should be 1 to 2 feet away from your face, and your eyes should be level with 
the top of the monitor, said Janice Novak, author of “Posture, Get It Straight! Look Ten Years 
Younger, Ten Pounds Thinner and Feel Better Than Ever.” This will prevent your head from 
leaning forward and away from your shoulders.

High heels 

Heels higher than 1 inch increase your sway backward, 
which can lead to lower back discomfort, Novak 
said. Your foot slides to the front of the shoe, 
which puts too much pressure on the ball 
of your foot and your toes. High heels also 
shorten the muscles and tendons on the 
back of your ankle, and stretch and weaken 
the muscles on the front of your ankle, which can 
lead to shin splints. Heels on shoes also get in the way of the 
natural stride, which is to place your heel down first, then roll through the ball of 
your foot. If you must wear heels, don’t wear them for longer than four hours at a time.

Notice where your head is at this very moment. “Is it completely focused on the page or the 
screen? What’s going on with your shoulders right now? Any tension there? Is your chin jutting for- 
ward?’’ asked Lindsay Newitter, spokeswoman for the Alexander Technique and certified in teach- 
ing the Alexander Technique, an educational method studied by musicians, actors and athletes 
aimed at improving posture that’s been in practice for more than 100 years. “There’s a learning 
process involved in unlearning habits, but a great first step is to start developing an awareness of 
yourself in the midst of activity.’’

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Paul Feig heats it up 


‘The Heat’ director on 
funny women, funny cops 
and funny dances 

By Matt Pais i redeye 

You probably wouldn’t imagine Paul Feig, the 
creator of the short-lived NBC classic “Freaks 
and Geeks,” staring death in the face during a 
ride-along with cops. And you shouldn’t. 

“Fd be absolutely useless,” says Feig, whose 
directorial follow-up to “Bridesmaids,” the 
buddy cop comedy “The Heat,” opens Fri- 
day “Fd be crouched down under the seat. 
No, Fm not a brave guy but the good thing 
with this is we got a lot of the Boston PD and 
Boston FBI, who came on and consulted and 
were keeping us honest the whole time.” 

The word “honest” comes up a lot dur- 
ing our chat at the Ritz-Carlton Hotel. The 
50-year-old Feig— dressed, as is his custom for 
any work-related endeavor, in a dapper-look- 
ing suit— even brings back his love of scenes 
in which characters get drunk and honest. 

In “The Heat,” FBI agent Sarah Ashburn 
(Sandra Bullock) and Boston detective Shan- 
non Mullins (Melissa McCarthy), polar op- 
posite partners in an investigation, bond over 
a drink and then another drink and then an- 
other drink. 

AU the drinking leads to some spontaneous 
dancing— another Feig favorite. 

The Detroit native, whose wife grew up in 
Highland Park, talked about knowing where 
to draw the line with comedy his advocacy for 
movies starring women, and why he’s never 
felt like he’s pushed his comedy too far. 

When you grew up in the Midwest and vis- 
ited Chicago, what do you remember doing? 

I was into magic, and back 1,000 years ago 
{at} Marshall Field’s, the toy department used 
to have a magic counter. There was a guy who 
ran it; he was a magician and he would do 
a show every hour. We’d come twice a year, 
and that was when I’d come and get my new 
magic tricks. My heart would be pound- 
ing whenever I’d walk into Marshall Field’s. 
[Laughs.] So that’s how big of a nerd I was. 

You’ve talked about both of the “Heat” 
characters having to be real badasses. How 
much authority did you have in instructing 
Sandra and Melissa in how to be a badass? 

[Laughs.] They’re pretty badass anyway I just 
got out of the way so they didn’t go badass 
on my ass. They’re both real actresses, even 
though they’re comedy actresses. They re- 
ally put everything through a very rigorous 
test. “Is this real? Would I really do this? Is

this really in my character?” And I love that. 
What I don’t like is anything that’s silly or, 
“I’m just going for a laugh; it kind of hurts my 
character. It’s not really what a real person 
would do.” You never want an audience to 
go, “Oh, come on.” That’s the worst moment 
you can have when somebody goes, “That 
wouldn’t happen.” Or, “Why are they doing 
that?” Then you lose the audience. 

How amusing/surprising has it been for you 
to become the unofficial spokesman for 
women in film? 

[Laughs.] I love it; I embrace it. But at the 
same time, you go, “It’s 2013. Really this is 
still an issue?” [Laughs.] It’s I think the way 
business has been running for the last 30 
years. At least the business of comedy I think 
they have business models that show that 
for some reason women won’t show up. I’ve 
heard the evidence, but I just don’t buy any 
of it. Because I go, “Women are 50 percent of 
the population. Clearly they’re going to show 
up to see other funny women in a movie.” 

What has to happen to put this conversation 
to bed? 

It just has to keep making money When 
movies like this come out, they have to do 
well.

Actually you don’t 
have to imagine. 
You’ve seen this dynamic in practically every 
buddy cop movie ever, just not with women 
as the buddies. The parts land square in the 
comfort zones for Sandra Bullock and Melis- 
sa McCarthy, who annoy each other and me 
in “The Heat,” which should have considered 
inverting the roles and allowing the actresses 
to play against type a la Channing Tatum and 
Jonah Hill in “21 Jump Street.” 

Good comedy often comes from surprise 
and creativity but “The Heat” tries to get by 
without them. Jokes about the Rosetta Stone 
and Spanx? Making fun of an albino for being 
pale? First-time screenwriter Katie Dippold 
(“Parks and Recreation”) can do better than 
that. 

With a trajectory like “The Other Guys” 
minus the huge laughs,” “The Heat” pro- 
gresses as rigid Special Agent Ashburn 
(Bullock) and profane Detective Mullins 
(McCarthy) pick away at the identity of a 
Boston drug lord. The setting allows for time 
with Mullins’ very Bahston family (including 
Joey McIntyre!) and Ashburn, a New Yorker, 
thinking that one of Mullins’ brothers is say- 
ing “knock” when he’s saying “narc.” Dippold 
and director Paul Feig (“Bridesmaids”) may as 
well have just copied and pasted the superior 
stuff from “The Fighter,” which was funnier

and had a lot more local personality 

In the opening scene of “The Heat,” whose 
few laughs aren’t that big, a character confus- 
es prohibition for prostitution, a joke I liked 
better when someone mixed up “Caucasian” 
and “persuasion” in “How to Be a Player.” 

(Bet you didn’t expect me to reference that 
movie ever.) There’s also Mullins, a charac- 
ter I wish wasn’t drawn as being so sloppy 
climbing through a car window, and Ashburn 
awkwardly dancing to try to get close to one 
of their targets in a club. None of the other 
agents like Ashburn, though one colleague (a 
miscast Marlon Wayans) does simply because 
of her looks. These scenes arrive like they’ve 
taken extra-drowsy medication, and you’re 
more likely to wait for the movie to end than 
enjoy hanging out in its predictability 

Outside the success of McCarthy’s medio- 
cre “Identity Thief,” I’m not sure why “The 
Heat” was moved from April to late June. It 
doesn’t scream summer hit so much as, “I 
didn’t see this when it was in theaters, and 
now I’m on an overseas flight, so whatever.” 
Character-based stuff like the lonely Ashburn 
cuddling with her neighbor’s cat, and Mull- 
ins’ gun playing Russian roulette with a perp’s 
crotch, made me laugh. Otherwise, it’s just 
another chance to hear the Hives’ “Tick Tick 
Boom” during a chase sequence and main 
characters bonding over a night of drunken 
chatting and dancing. That’s working for 
formula, not making formula work for you.

‘Redemption’ defines 
word really loosely 


Like fractured pieces 
of three different 
mirrors, “Redemp- 
tion” attempts to be 
a new kind of Jason 
Statham movie while 
still being a typical 
Jason Statham movie. 
In other words, it’s an often-somber charac- 
ter piece in which the hero periodically busts 
heads or threatens to kill someone with a 
spoon. 

The burly and admittedly skilled Brit plays 
Joey a dishonored military vet suffering from 
PTSD who goes from a life on the London 
streets to a life of style because, conve- 
niently the flat he breaks into contains a 
wealth of perfectly fitting suits and an owner 
who won’t return from Newark for eight 
months. For a while, Joey guiltlessly uses the 
poor guy’s credit card, but soon needs to find 
his own work. Since he’s killed before and 
possesses more skills with his hands than his 
noggin, he takes a job in the kitchen of a Chi- 
nese restaurant— which almost immediately 
leads to the Chinese mafia scooping up Joey 
as a hired goon. 

And, really, “Hired Goon” could be the 
title of almost any Statham movie. 

But wait: “Redemption” also contains 
Joey’s developing relationship with a nun 
named Cristina (Agata Buzek). He buys her 
a dress and tells her God will support her for 
wearing it over her nun garb — as long as she 
looks beautiful. (Sorry to those less-attractive 
nuns looking for a free pass from the big man 
or woman upstairs.) Their relationship is pre- 
posterously contrived, as is writer-director 
Steven Knight’s notion that Cristina changes

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Joey just because he eventually smiles once. 

The film presents a clueless concept of 
trauma and its lasting effects and no proper 
development of Joey’s pursuit of the mysteri- 
ous prostitute killer who offed his old pal. 
This supposedly justice-seeking violent angel 
should do more than— spoiler alert— ask a 
few questions and then eventually throw the 
guy off the roof after coincidentally spotting 
him at a party 

Evidently redemption merely means 
cleaning up loose ends and never paying the 
consequences.

Band has good music 
but sadly lame stories 



As with “Searching 
For Sugar Man,” last 
year’s documentary 
about the decades-late 
revival of under-appre- 
ciated Detroit musi- 
cian Sixto Rodriguez, 
‘A Band Called Death” 
serves as a platform for songs that most viewers 
will hear and say “How in the world did anyone 
not think this was really good right away?” 

Except unlike Rodriguez and “Sugar Man,” 
“Death” doesn’t chronicle an influential artist 
who was forgotten and was totally oblivious 
to the impact he had. Rather, Death was a 
mid-’yos punk band far more notable for its 
identity and material (and name) than its 
impact. Well before anyone was spit on at a 
punk show, brothers and Jehovah’s Witnesses 
David, Dannis and Bobby Hackney cranked 
out seven songs of excellent, the Who-influ- 
enced garage punk that mostly never saw the 


nil A Band Called Death 
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light of day The group’s members happen to 
be black, worth mentioning because of the 
minimal African-American representation 
in the rock world at that time and even now 
At one point Death had a chance at a record 
deal with Columbia Records exec Clive Da- 
vis but turned it down when David refused to 
change the band name. 

David clearly was the talent behind the 
group, but his years of personal problems 
and death in 2000 results in him factoring 
into this doc largely as a cherished memory 
for his siblings and nephews who carry on 
their family’s musical legacy It’s great that 
Chicago-based label Drag City reissued 
Death’s material in 2009 after record collec- 
tors sparked newfound interest in songs that 


hardly anyone knew existed, ^t just because 
Questlove and Kid Rock and Elijah Wood 
(who apparently is a record company CEO) 
rave about how much they like a band doesn’t 
mean a documentary needs to fill 90 minutes 
with mundane details of Death’s early days or 
obvious notes about the name being a road 
block (no kidding). 


Death is far from the only band to ever 
have neighbors yell for them to turn it down, 
and you’ll want to turn off constant interview 
footage in which the band members and 
their family laugh after everything they say 
I’m happy to hear Death, but the inces- 
sant, unrewarding cackling that accompanies 
it I could do without.

That difference of protocol should be the 
focus of the repetitive “Byzantium.” Instead, 
director Neil Jordan (“The Brave One”) and 
writer Moira Buffini (adapting her play) 
spend much of the movie on what should be 
five minutes of backstory as they constantly 
jump back in time to address Clara’s past, 
of which Eleanor knows an unconvincingly 
large amount. It makes “Byzantium” seem 
like it’s Irish for “monotonous.” The film 
includes a pale rapist (Jonny Lee Miller) and 
an even paler, heroic vampire (Sam Riley) 
who factor into this family’s dark history El- 
eanor also wants to get close to Erank (Caleb 
Landry Jones, always weird), but there’s the 
whole issue of her being a vampire and so 
forth. 

Let’s end on a positive note: Clara working 
as a stripper and biting a creepy customer’s 
nose brought back pleasant memories of 
Norm MacDonald’s “Dirty Work,” and her 
dash away from the guy shows the value 
of only falling through a skylight if there’s 
a bouncy castle below Keep that in mind, 
won’t you?
